Hijackers seize plane, 
demand $10 million 


TORONTO (AP) - Three ht- 


Jacktrs demanding millions of 
dollars in ransom and 10 para- 
chutes commandeered a South- 
em Airways jetliner over Ala- 
bama and ordered It on an all 
night flight to Canada, and po- 
lice hare Mid |7 million was 
being delivered to the plane. 


The plane carried 2t pasttn- 


gers and four crew members. 
It was hijacked Friday night 
after takeoff from Birmingham 
ard stopped for fuel at Jack- 
son. Miss., and Cleveland, Ohio 
before landing in Toronto. 


Two other Southern Airways 


planes Including one which rt- 
porteoly carried the ransom 
and another with a new crew- 
alto were flown to Toronto. 


FBI agents and airlines offi- 


cials were also reported to 
have landed early today In 
Toronto. 


Newsmen at the airport were 


confined to the main terminal 
building, far from the two^n- 
glne DCf, parked on a dark- 
ened run way. 


The hijackers reportedly de- 


manded $10 million. This was 
believed the largest ransom de- 
mand ever made. Palestinian 
guerrillas received the equiva- 
lent of It million from the West 
German government after they 
hijacked a Lufthansa Jet in 
February. 


The hijackers' demand for 


parachutes reportedly puoled 
airline officials who asid the pi- 
rates would "be dead when 
they went out of the door be- 
cause of the position of the door 
to the engines." 


The hijacked DO has rear- 


mounted engines. Other hijack- 
ers have Jumped from Boeing 
727s, which airline officials 
have said is probably the only 
airliner from which persons 


can Jump safely. 


The hijackers took over the 


aircraft at 1:21 p.m. EST, 
shortly after it left Blrmlng. 
ham, Ala., for Montgomery, the 
Federal 
Aviation 
Adnujris- 


tratkxi in Washington reputed. 


The FAA asid the hijackers 


first ordered the plant back to 
Birmingham, then 
changed 


their minds and diverted It to 
Jackson, Miss, to refuel. 


From Jackson the plane flew 


north to Detroit, but after more 
than an hour over that city, the 
hijackers ordered the plane on 
to Cleveland. 


An FBI spokesman said the 


hijackers' demands were not 
met during the stop at Cleve- 
land's Hopkins Airport. 


An airline official in Cleve- 


land said the hijackers de- 
manded "food, fuel, $10-inillion 
and No-Dot," a tablet stimu- 
lant. He said they got nothing 


but fuel. 


There was no word 


ther any ransom wt_ ._- 
when the DC* landed at Ckva- 
land Hopkins Airport, but air 
port security officials said 10 
parachutes wm placed aboard 
the plane.

the plane, which carried 21 pas- 
snigers and a craw of (pur.

toward Toronto, the official 
said one of the hijackers radio- 
ed: "Look, we don't want any 
stall bull-like we had la Cleve- 
land. This is going to be the 
last chance. If we don't get 
what we want . . . we're going 
to bomb Oak Ridge." 


He did not elaborate. 
The official said a hastily 


trained FBI man, dressed only 
in his underwear against the 
bitter cold, fueled the plane In 
Cleveland.

Skull believed 
to come from 
oldest man 
By GEORGE SMITH 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


discovery of a fragmented 
akull, believed the oldest com- 
plete skull of early man, could 
upaet the current theory of 
modem man's evolution, a Ken- 
yan scientist said today. 


Researcher Richard Leakey 


said the akull is 2.5 million 
years old and is "almost cer- 
tainly the oldest complete skull 
of early man." He estimated it 
is 1.5 million years older than 
bones previously accepted as 
the earliest evidence of man. 


Leakey said the akull frag- 


ments, along with human log 
bones from two other individ- 
uals of similar antiquity, 


found protruding from a stony 
hillside on a wind-twept, scrub- 
covered deeert east of Lake Ru- 
dolf in Kenya. 


The largely unexplored re- 


gion is MO miles north of Oid- 
uvai Gorge, Tanxaiiia, where 
the finds of Leakey's parents, 
Dr. Mary Leakey and the late 
Dr. Louis S. B. Leakey, "revo- 
lutionised the study of pre- 
hutoric man," according to the 
National Geographic Society. 


Leakey, administrative direc- 


tor of the Nalfcnal Museums of 
Kenya, announced the dis- 
covery of the skull and leg- 
bones in reports prepared for 
the society

to college. They said high 
school was small time, col- 
lege was the big boys. I made 
All-America three straight 
years. So then people said 
that was college.

Murphy said he did have 


troubles adjusting to the 
pros.

one and mostly "pats the 
seed." 


Murphy said that he does
